| Phe consideration of the plan of wtrotherly cor- 


respondence between this Assembly and the Gen- 
aval Synod of the Associzie Reformed Church was 
resuined, aud the pian was adeped, and is as foi-

1. Ene Churches are to remain entirely sepa- 
rate and independent. 

2. Any ember of ci:her chorch mey be receiv. 
ed to commuvion, on preducing to the proper 
church officer's gagicicuy cWidooce ofa good and re- 











gular sfanding in the church with which he ig con-! 
mected,' . *' > 
“. $. Itshall be permitted , 
officers, in any congregation, settled or vacant, of 
either church, to invite to preach in their pulpit, 
‘auy minister, or probatiober, who is in good stantl- 
ing in either of the said churches, and who preach: 
esin their purity the great doctrines cf the Gos- 
pel, as they are stated in there Common confession 
of faith, and have generally b2en reccived, and 
tavcht in the reformed churches; but it shail be 
entirely optional to give or withhold such invita- 
tion, nor chai it be esteemed offensive, or unkind, 
if the invitation be withheld. 

4, A vacant congregation shall be atliberty to 
éall a minister from either of the churches, accord- 
ing to the order established ia that churca from 
which he sis be cailed ; he confortning himself 
to the o:der of the church to which he shail Be call. | 
ed; and in case of a congregation being formed of 
people from both, it shall be at liberty to put itsell 
under the cave of either at ite option. 

5. Persons under censure, or process of censure 
in either church, shail not de received in the other 
church while such censure remains, or sucd pro- 
cess is unfinished. 

6. Any Presbytery or Synod not formed by de- 
legation of either church may invite the regular 
members ef any similar Judicatory of the other 
church to sit as corresponding members; but 
should the invitation not be deemed expedient, the 
withhotding of it shal! not be considered as unkind) 
or offensive. 

7. The G. Assembly cf the Presbyterian Caurch 
and the G. Synod of the Associate Reformed 
Church, shall each appoint ome minister and one 
elder, with an alternate of each, to sit in their Ju- 
dicatories respectively, with the privilege of deli- 
berating on ali subjects that come beture them ; 

but not uf voting on any. 

Resolved, that to carry into effect the last article 
of this report the committee of confereuce recoin- 
mend to the G. Assenbly and the G. Synod, to 
appoint their delegates the year preceding.

Gone for ity they voted ta give 2000 dollars per 
a.nsmi fuv 16 years to the School at Elliot, to 
couwmence wiih 1821. We are constrained to 
believe the Lord hus good in store for this peo. 
ple. ‘they bave also pat at our disposal for the 
estublishare noi two other school: 3000dcllars per 
auGuib tuc 17 years, making aa aggregate of 
100,060 doliars, for the ent et peste 
tou, given freely, almost anadimousty, by an ig 
aorant and savage peopl+. Surely we must say,

only articles in request among the whites were 
slaves, bullocks, and rice! In the interior, many 
Arabs'reside. ‘They have introduced many oi the: 
arts of civilization. At Radama’s Capital, which 
lies about 150 miles west of Tamateve, and which 
is thought to be the most populous place ip the Is- 
land, they are numerous. The manufacture of 
silk cloth and silver work is carried on there.— 
What we were able to learn conceraing the Reli-' 
gion of the Malagaches is as fullowas-They be- 
lieve in a Supreme Being, whem they,call Zanga- 
hara. They consider him as the Creator, Preser- 
ver, and Governor of the Universes, when they 
speak concerning him, their, countegances imme- 
diately assume an Unusual Belesanity): what a re- 
proof is this to those Christians, so called, who 
prefane the name of God! ‘Taney have no places 
of veligious wwerpre they pray with greet ear- 
nestness to Zangahara on particular occasions ; as 
(er instance, when they are abput to cross a river, 
fur success ic war, for the rdcavery of the sick, 
for the growth of their rice, &c. They believe 
that the souls of all good men, after their death, 
ascend to Zangahara, and live forever 4n perfect 
happiness in his presence , but the souls ofall bad 
meo (who according to their ideas are those only 
vbo are guiity of heinous crimes, such as murder, 
ibeft, perjury, and the like,) are delivered over to 
the Kvil Spirit, to be tormented according to their 
demerits. ‘The Evil Spirit they call Ang-Gatyr, 
and believe him to be the author or evilgthey con- 
sider him as possessing a very eatensive.iniluence, 
and conseguentiy are very much afraid of him;

Another Widow Burnt.—The following @ismal 
parrative, is extracted from a letter written at: 
Burdwau, the 27th of December:—" I was yes- 
terday evening present at the awful ceremony of 
a woman burning herself with the corpse of her 
husbynd. I was conducted to the house of the 
decéased, who was of the husbandman cast. : £ 
found the body laid out upon a mat—the widow 
seated by it, getting her hair combed. Wheu 
she saw me, she crept oa her knees toward me, 
begging permission to burn herself with the body 
of her husband. As soon as the magistrate’s 
leave arrived for the awful ceremony, the retatives 
placedthe corpse on a bier which they carried, on 
which the widow was seated. She was carried 
tu the place of funeral, amidst a large crowd, on 
which she scattered parch grain. The funeral pile 
was made in a holiow cone, dug in the earth, about 
4 feet deep and 5 feet diameter at the mouth. It 
was lined with dry wood, and partly filled wit. 
combustibies.. After the widuw had bathed in an 
‘adjacent tank, the corpse was placed in the cone.. 
At this’ time she was so exhausted that a relation- 
was obliged to bear her upin his arms. When 
azain on her feet, she tore oif-part of her robe, 
Wrapped it round her cidest son, a child about 
eight years old, After this, many women and 
children fell at her feet and kissed them. The vic- 
tim exhorted the women to follow her example: 
should they ever be in a similar state. ‘The bey 
now threw a ligkted torch into the cone--it blazed 
with greatfury. The widow walked three times 
round the cone, throwing in rosin to enliven the, 
blaze, from a pot which she had. under her arta, 
then jumped: with alacrity into the flames, and. 
Seated herself pear the corpse. She was ina mo- 
ment enveloped in flames, which the crowd in- 
creased by throwing in tow and.other combustibles, 
and she kept slapping her hands, alter the evider- 
mis was uearly burnt off her body. Hee bands 
feli—she was soon deed but still the body kent its: 


ebony amidst the raging flames. The crowd shoni- 
ed loudly aod incessantly, that sach a resolute sut- 
tee was never seen. ‘The police officer’ who at- 
‘tended, and who had seen many éuttees, told me. 
he never saw one where the. victim was so cafin. 
and intrepid. f waa within three yards of. the 
cone; the poor creature had her. face toward me. 
i shali not forget the dreadful sight ; it was awe 
fai and horridie.”
